I  have  tho  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration,  tho  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  tho  Borough  of  Leigh  for  tho  year  1972* 

The  vital  statistios  reveal  a  continuation  of  satisfactory  health  and  in  many 
respects  an  improvement  on  last  yoar.  The  estimated  overall  population  continued 
to  inoreaso  with  an  added  impetus.  The  birth  rate  followod  tho  national  trond  and 
at  17*1  was  the  lowest  sinoo  1962,  It  was  encouraging  to  note  further  reductions 
in  tho  loss  of  infant  life,  i.e.  still-births  and  deaths  within  tho  first  wook  of 
lifo  -  the  porinatal  rate.  At  19  per  1,000  total  births  this  oompares  most 
favourably  with  the  national  rato  of  22.  Tho  death  rato  was  at  its  lowost  sinoo 

1954  -  13.8. 

Apart  from  moaslos,  tho  provalenoo  of  communioablo  diseases  was  insignifioant. 
Measles  continued  its  natural  two-year  cyole  -  in  1970  664  oases,  in  1971  1°5  oases 
and  this  year  488  oases  were  notified.  Cnoo  immunisation  con  make  an  impact  tho 
pattern  should  disappear. 

During  tho  yoar  tho  Dopartmont  has  involved  itsolf  in  an  inoroasing  attaok  on 
Slum  Cloaranco  and  improvement  of  property  with  a  worthwhile  lifo.  Progress  was 
reoordod  in  many  facets  of  bettering  tho  environment. 

May  I  tako  this  opportunity  of  oxprossing  thanks  to  you,  Mr,  Chairman,  and  all 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Cloansing  Committee  for  their  continued  irrtorost  in  tho 
Dopartmont,  and  to  tho  members  of  tho  staff  and  my  oolloagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for 
their  ovor-roady  holp  and  co-oporation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lodi os  and  Gontlonon, 

I  ora  prlvilogod  to  prosorrt  tho  Annual  Roport  on  tho  deportment's  work  In  1?72«  For 
mo  this  Is  my  sooond  Report  and  ropresonts  ay  first  full  yoor’s  work  In  Loigh. 

Comments  havo  boon  restricted  to  a  minimum  and  tho  maximum  uso  made  of  statistics, 

Tho  yoor  has  been  full  of  activity  in  overy  fiold  and  oaoh  norabor  of  staff  has 
worked  to  oapaoity  beoauso  it  i3  rooognisod  that  thoro  is  so  littlo  timo  and  a 
considerable  task  still  romainlng. 

Tho  work  on  Smoke  Control  was  maintained  dospito  a  staff  ohango.  Routine  inspection 
on  oertoin  food  promises  was  stoppod  up.  In  tho  fiold  of  housing  a  total  of  271  housos 
wore  represented  as  unfit  whioh,  together  with  tho  ’groy  proportios1  exooodod  any  provious 
oxeroiso  of  this  nature  before  in  tho  history  of  the  Borough,  Tho  position  generally  is 
that  in  excess  of  1000  unfit  housos  oro  known  to  exist  in  identifiable  areas,  with  many 
more  individuals  outside  tho  oroas.  With  those  numbors  known,  it  oannot  bo  rogardod 
as  a  satisfactory  stato  of  affairs. 

Improvements  have  token  muoh  of  one  Inspector's  timo,  in  addition  to  tho  full  timo 
efforts  of  an  offioor  from  another  department.  The  numbors  of  improved  proportios 
in  no  way  rofloots  tho  amount  of  work  done,  Thoro  is  littlo  oonoortod  intorost  in 
renovating  housos  in  tho  Clooronoe  Programme,  although  it  is  aoooptod  that  if  owners 
woro  to  oomo  forward  togethor,  with  a  block  schomo,  tho  Counoil  would  oonsidor  thoir 
scheme,  Che  such  exoroise  began  but  did  not  oomo  to  fruition.  The  only  onthusiasm 
come  from  the  ownors  of  tho  bottor  houses,  Tho  look  of  suitable  contractors  willing 
to  undortako  improvement  work  is  retarding  progress.  Clearance  is,  thoroforo,  inovitablo. 

Prom  this,  and  from  tho  numbors  of  parties  offoring  thoir  housos  for  solo  ahead  of 
Council  roquiromorrfc  s,  ono  must  oonoludo  that  tho  oooupants  dosiro  other,  fittor  and 
bettor  housos  olsowhoro. 

It  Is  enoouraging  to  noto  that  tho  Soorotary  of  State  for  tho  Dopartmont  of  tho 
Qivironnorrt  plaood  such  inportanoo  on  tho  ovidonoe  of  two  Publio  Health  Inspootors  of 
tho  adverse  environmental  oonsoquonoos  of  maggot  brooding  at  a  Public  Inquiry  to 
determine  a  planning  application,  Tho  rosoarch  and  onquirios  oarriod  out  in  tho 
department  oortoinly  enabled  its  offioers  to  make  an  impact,  Tho  regular  visiting  of 
maggot  brooding  establishments  rosultod  in  a  lessening  of  tho  fly  nuisanoo  and  a 
general  improvement  in  hygienic  standards.  It  was,  howovor,  nooossary  to  sorve  throo 
Statutory  Hotioos  for  flies  and  ao cumulations. 

Timo  and  faoilltios  woro  available  for  offioers  to  attond  tho  various  short  courses 
and  professional  mootings  at  whioh  so  much  is  leamod,  and  muoh  valuablo  oontoot  raado, 

Ro-orgonisation  of  Looal  Govommont  oocupiod  moro  timo  than  was  ontioipatod  and 
qy  personal  involvement  meant  extra  work  to  tho  rest  of  tho  staff.  On  this  subjoct, 
and  with  every  other,  I  must  expross  satisfaction  with  tho  output  of  ovory  membor  of 
the  department’s  staff. 

It  weuld  bo  a  sorious  omission  not  to  acknowledge  tho  support  of  an  onthusiastio 
Chairman  and  tho  backing  of  tho  Mombors  for  all  tho  facots  of  tho  department’s  work. 

The  support  and  assistance  of  the  Modical  Officer  of  Hoalth  and  all  tho  oolloaguos  in 
Leigh  Town  Hall  is  roadily  rooognisod;  without  thoir  oo-opo ration  no  progross  oan  be  made.

Thoro  oro  no  rogisterod  Offonsivo  Trndos  within  tho  Borough. 

Although  tho  brooding  of  maggots  on  a  oomraorcial  soalo  is  not  classified  as  an 
offonsivo  trado,  fow  of  tho  rosidonts  of  Loigh  who  aro  advorsoly  affootod  would 
dlssont  from  tho  adjootivo  to  dosoribo  tho  smell. 

Tho  progross  hopod  for  in  tho  last  yoar’s  roport  was  not  forthcoming  and  tho 
now  building  was  not  constructed*  Cbsorvntlons  oontinuod  and  it  is  thought  that 
something  approaching  20,000  pooplo  in  Leigh  and  tho  adjaoont  distriot3  aro 
affootod  by  small  nuisanoo  in  oortaln  oliraatio  conditions. 

During  tho  yoar  tho  toohnioal  staff  of  a  firm  of  international  ropirtntion  saw 
maggot  brooding  and  thought  that  by  using  ozono  tho  smoll  oould  bo  oxidised  and  the 
oxponso  of  a  wator  main  obviatod. 

Tho  toohnioal  problems  havo  still  to  bo  ironod  out  but  a  temporary  troatmont 
unit  is  in  tho  oourso  of  construction. 

Tho  Counoil  made  availablo  to  a  Publio  Hoalth  Inspector  a  sum  of  monoy  for 
rosoaroh  and  the  subjoct  of  his  ohoioo  was  tho  rodont  and  fly  problom  associated 
with  maggot  breeding.  By  the  end  of  the  yoar  his  papor,  slides  and  photographs 
wore  roady  and  he  hod  aoooptod  tho  invitation  from  tho  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fishorios  and  Food  to  prosont  his  paper  at  tho  fivo  mootings  of  tho  Advisory 
Commlttoos  hold  in  tho  Lanoashiro  aron.  Leigh  Borough  Council  had  agreod  to  host 
tho  first  of  those  mootings  in  January,  1973* 

A  further  toohnioal  papor  on  Odour  Control  had  boon  proparod  by  anothor  FUblio 
Hoalth  Inspootor  and  was  roady  for  prosontation  to  tho  Association  of  Publio  Hoalth 
Ihspocftors,  Wigan  and  District  Bronoh. 

OVERCROWDING 

During  tho  yoar  4  oases  of  overcrowding  wore  investigated  and  two  wore  oonfirmod.

Every  local 
authority  is  roquirod  to  maintain  a  register  of  persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  area 
as  sorap  metal  dealers.  During  the  year  1  firm  was  registered,  together  with  1  ro-rogistration. 

The  total  number  of  registrations  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  7  Dealors  and  9  Itinerant 
Collectors.  Those  latter  are  exempt  from  tho  requirements  of  Section  2  of  tho  Act  regarding 
tho  keeping  of  record  books.

It  is  perhaps,  bocauso  of  its  environmental  effeot,  within  tho  purview  of  a  Publio 
Health  Inspector  to  oomment  upon  this  sorvioo,  oven  thou^i  his  department  exoroises  no 

control. 

Tho  removal  of  refuse  from  domestic  bins  was  generally  prompt  and  well  oonduotod. 
Liaison  botwoen  the  two  departments  is  good  and  the  ready  oo-oporation  of  tho  Cloansing 
Director  and  his  staff  is  approoiatod,  and  their  contribution  to  tho  issues  of  Pood  Hygiono 
and  Post  Control  is  rooognisod. 

Two  items  gave  problems  however  -  litter  and  food  waste  behind  oertain  largo  town 
oontro  food  shops  and  bulky  furnituro  from  dwellinghousos.  Tho  former  mainly  arising 
out  of  an  absence  of  properly  planned  storage  and  tho  resultant  misuse,  and  tho  other 
from  a  genoral  lack  of  resources  to  oopo  with  an  increasing  domand. 

The  Director  of  'Cleansing  is  always  willing  to  romovo  infeoted  bulky  materials  as 
a  priority.  It  must  bo  remembered  that  items  arising  out  of  the  normal  occupation  of  a 
dwollinghouso  is,  in  law,  "houso  refuse",  and  it  is  tho  Council’s  obligation  to  move  it, 
but  this  was  not  always  possible,  tfany  irate  complainants  wore  interviewed  during  tho 
year  and  the  limitations  of  tho  servioe  explained.  Many  expressed  a  willingness  to  pay 
if  only  they  could  have  tho  old  furniture,  beds,  mattrossos  oto.,  removed.

Tho  report  of  lost  yoor  whioh  roforrcd  to  nuisanoo  from  a  Club,  was  followed  by 
the  fitting  of  supprossor  equipment  to  the  oloctronio  organ,  and  no  furthor  complaints 
havo  boon  roooivod  from  tho  rosidonts.

The  Mokorfield  Water  Board  is  the  statutory  Water  Undertaking  for  the  Borough. 

The  supply  is  takon  in  bulk  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation  and 
the  Lightshaw  Works  of  the  Mokorfield  Water  Board. 

Tho  charaoter  of  tho  water  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  is  upland  surfaoo,  whilst  that 
from  tho  Light show  Works  is  wholly  of  deep  well  origin. 

Details  of  troatmont  of  tho  various  waters  by  the  Board  aro  as  follows 
Water  derivod  from  Liverpool  Aqueducts  Chlorination. 

Water  suppliod  from  Lightshaw  Treatment  Plant:  Aeration,  limo  softoning,  filtration,  pH  correction, 

superchlorinat ion  and  doohlorination. 

There  has  boon  no  significant  ohango  in  tho  character  of  tho  water  suppliod  during  tho  year. 

Samples  of  Town’s  Mains  water  aro  submitted  to  tho  Publio  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriologioal  examination  regularly.  During  the  yoar  29  samples  woro  examined,  all  of  which 
proved  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  drinking  water  7  other  samples  were  submitted  for  ehoraioal  analysis 

4  samples  to  assist  with  poroolations  of  wator,  a  stream  and  a  mill  lodge  in  two  othor 
oases  and  lastly  one  sample  in  oonnootion  with  tho  wator  in  an  air-conditioning  plant.  This 
latter  sample  was  most  unusual  and  tho  analysis  rovoalod  that  it  contained  a  spoctaoular  fungoid 
growth.

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INVESTIGATION  OF  AIR  POLLUTION 


The  levol  of  pollution  shows  a  steady  dooroaso  ovor  the  past  yoars  and  as  more  Smoko 
Control  Areas  beoome  oporatlvo  this  rate  of  progress  Is  increasing.  This  Is  brought  out 
quite  olearly  when  looking  at  relative  figures  taken  from  the  National  Survoy  Annual  Summary. 

Tho  results  are  divided  Into  Summer  (April  -  Septombor)  and  Winter  (Ootobor  -  March) 
periods.  Tho  figures  are  relativo  In  that  they  show  the  average  moasurod  amount  of  smoke 
from  tho  three  stations  maintained  by  ourselves,  tho  results  of  whioh  are  transmitted  to 
tho  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  tho  Ministry  of  Toohnelogy  whore  they  are  arranged  by 
oomputer. 

The  figures  quoted  rolato  to  smoko  (miorogrammos  por  oubio  metro)  and,  as  some  help 
to  oomparisons,  rolative  figures  are  also  given  for  Lanoastor  and  Stretford#

The  nows  item  of  the  effects  of  lead  from  a  smelting  preoess  in  Southwark  upon  school 
ohildren  prompted  me  to  look  at  the  situation  in  Loigh. 

The  Borough  has  one  non-sohedulod  plant  whioh  melts  lead  to  ooat  oablo  and  the  furnace 
discharges  direotly  to  tho  atmosphere  at  a  comparatively  lower  level.  The  firm  had  run 
medical  tests  upon  its  staff  whioh  satisfied  their  Medical  Offioor  that  no  employee  was  at 
risk.  Tho  details  wore  made  available  to  tho  department,  but  whilst  this  covered  tho 
.internal  conditions  It  still  loft  tho  emission  to  bo  investigated. 

No  sampling  equipment  was  readily  available  in  a  mado-up  form.  Arrangements  wore 
quickly  made  to  assemble  a  pump  and  filter  for  gas  sampling  and  liaison  with  tho  Public 
Analyst  was  set  up.  The  lattor’s  oomments  and  enthusiasm  provod  most  enlightening  and 
enoouraging. 

Once  the  apparatus  is  in  use  it  is  hoped  to  employ  it  on  measurement s  in  the  streets. 

One  colliery  boiler  plant  gavo  cause  for  oonoern  during  the  year,  but  tho  stokers 
were  replaood  and  the  omissions  in  oxooss  of  the  Permitted  Periods  Regulations  wore  less 
frequent,  A  grit  nuisance,  due  to  the  failure  of  the  arrestors,  oocurrod  at  the  latter 
end  of  the  year,  with  a  great  deal  of  inoonvenienoe  to  the  residents  of  the  Walmeslay 
Road  area.

Following  tho  painstaking  survey  work  done  in  re-appraising  the  overall  olearanoo 
proposals,  a  well-defined  pioture  emerged,  whioh  was  then  brokon  down  and  phased  over  a 
five-year  period*  As  a  result  olearanoo  work  was  aoceleratod  during  the  year  under 
review  and  280  houses  were  inspeotod  in  detail  by  the  staff  of  the  department*
